whose managers will we-hope take measures” 
to detect the first starters of the canard. 
We aro glad to learn that H. E, the Go- 
¥etior has consented to become Patron of 
tht Hongkong Rifle Association, ‘The Pre- 
sident and Committee waited on the Gov- 
-ernior on Saturday (as per appointment), and 
were moat kindly received. Their request 
#ua at once acceded to,, and Sir Richard 
MacDonnell affixed his name to the list of 
members. His Excellency stated that he 
approved highly of the objects of the asso- 
ciation, and‘promised his warm support to 
the furtherance of its interests, We 
learn that an official letter will be ad- 
* dressed to H. E. with reference to the 
Kowloon range aud also as tg the housing 
and protection of the association’s markers 
and ‘property. Meantime a survey is to 
be held on the Hongkong side to ascertain 
whether.a suitable short range can be found.

-ones take 22 to 30 days, and are sometimes 
quite unintelligible. “The line has ‘also been 
used by some unscrupulous persons to trans- 
tit false news. A notable instance of this 
has just occurred. 5 : 

The blowy weather on Saturday and Sun-” 
day has done some little damagé to the sea 
wall of the Praya but not enough to be consi- 
dered serious. Here and there the road- 
way has given way a little, being apparently 
undermined .by the action of the water 
washing through the carelessly. mortared 
stones and in one or two places the granite 
itself has been washed away. Several na- 
tive boats have suffered, and some have been 
stove in. . A few lives have unfortunately 
been lost. * The tide on the 224 was un- 
usually high and it isa singular fact that 
on the same date last year the same rise 
took place. At Macao, -two vessels drifted 
from their anchorage. One of them, re- 
cently under the British, at present sailing 
under the Russian flag, called the Avon, was 
carried out ‘to sea and-went ashore some 
distance below Macao, and was subsequently 
brought in by the steamer White Cloud, 
which was chartered for the purpose. She 
had nearly completed taking in her number 
of passengers for Havana, The other craft, 
a French one, the Sagittaire, with a full 
complement of coolies, also drifted and has 
not yet been heard of. We may also mention 
that of the three Dutch vessels that left this 
on Friday or Saturday last for Macao, one’ 
is said to be still missing. 

‘We regret to hear’ of the loss, in Gaspar 
straits, of the tea ship Ellen Roger, a well 
known clipper ix the China trade. The 
casualty ocourred on the voyage from Foo- 
chow to London, with a full cargo of tex. 
The hull and so much-of the cargo as could 
pe saved, were sold by, public auction as 
the property lay, “‘for the benefit of whom 
it may concern.” The cargo was insured 
in the local offices, who will consequently 
be. heavy. losers, 


“Phe Foochow Advertiser of the LOth says 
— The non-appearance of the Gresham, 
which left Hongkong some time back, leads 
us to entertain fears of hersafety. She was 
last seen 6 days aftet leaving Hongkong, 
endeavoring to beat up the Formosa chan- 
nel, immediately before the heavy weather 
of last week came on.” :

AN UNFOUNDED CHARGE. 


Ir ig with extreme, regret—a regret which 
we are sure our readers will understand— 
that we are compelled, from tithe to time, 
to corréct the views put forth by our con- 
temporary the. Dat'y Press. 3 
fortune of journalism in a small colony is 
that from the scanty number of publica- 
tions a section of the community are often 
obliged to look to one paper only as the

exponent of its views: hence those phrases 
which in England may be used to. soften 
the asperity of newspaper discussion are 
until very lately 
Hongkong boasted of only two papers— 
important ne doubt fron representing the 
interests of a large number of foreigners, 
not in Hongkong alone but at the adjacent 
ports. The fact, however, that local jour- 
naliam flows in so few channels, renders it 
impossible to speak of the liberal press or 
the conservative: press, or to use.in fact 
general terms at all. When fallacies are 
put forth, they must be contradicted with 
direct reference to the paper in which they 
appear. Itis no use stating that the ra- 
dical papers publish trashy commercial 
intelligence, that the opposition papers 
run down Government measures, or to 
point out that the organs of the mob are 
deficient in argumentative power, in lucid 
reasoning, or in fair comprebensivn of poli- 
tical questions. If snch charges aré to be 
made they must, in Hongkong at least, be 
made direct, and hence in our ate exposure 
of the want of political foresight—the 
ignorance of treaty agreements—the want 
of commonly English feeling, as displayed 
in the late article on the Corean murders, 
&c., &, we have been obliged to point out 
the Hongkong Daily Press by name. Fron 
no spirit of: litigation, no desire to do 
more than faithfully fulfil our duty to the 
public, do we thus jndicate the errors or 
ignorance of our contemporary. Our views 
for instance on the recent agitation, must 
be admitted to have been at least 
a disinterested expression of our opinions. 
We sincerely wished that we could have 
endorsed its views, which so far as its self- 
contradictory statements permitted one 
to understand, were those of opposition 
to the ordinance. But we are bound to 
Tepresent matters faithfully to the best of 
our ability, and are gratified to find that 
our predictions have proved tyue, and that 
our influence has been thereby strongthen- 
ed. ‘ - 

We have thus’ pointed out the reasons 
which have hitherto obliged ue to contra- 
dict the misstatements of our contempora- 
ry, because we have again to convict him 
of either great ignorance or great malice. 
The latter we hope is not to be laid to his 
charge, but in that case he must assuredly 
be credited with the former.

Such a matter is no doubt but of trifling 
importance to the community of Hong- 
kong but is of very considerable. import- 
ance to the Commander, officers, and crew 
of that vessel, as a misstatement respecting. 
their conduct, whether wilful or not, is 
calculated’ to do them harm; while as 
serving in H.M, Navy they are precluded 
from.writing to the press respectipg any 
accusations brought against them.’ ~ ‘The 
Daily Press commences its. account. of 
what occurred after the Shooey leen's boat 
got adrift by a misstatement. Its ac- 
count runs as follows :— 

“This [the fact of the Shooey-lcen’s being 
adrift] being observed -from — the. Os- 
prey, the second cutter was sent to the gig’s 
assistance, under charge of the sailing mas- 
ter, with ten men. ‘The cutter being une- 
qual to the task, found itself in the same 
predicament as the gigs and as the day 
closed, the scene from the Oxprey’a deck 
presented the heartrending spectacle of the 
two boats being pulled for. ‘bare life, but 
still unable to contend against the 
elements.” : 


Now we published on the 11th Instant

TELEGRAPHY IN CHINA. 
NUMBERS pf articles: have been written, 
numbers of speeches arid lectures have been 


delivered, '‘on telegraphic communication | 


with and in the far East, most of which 
harp upon'the one great difficulty (as it is 
considered) of transmitting messages inalan- 
guagedestitute ofan alphabet, and which ex- 
cept by the substitution of arbitrary signals 
for words, or the use of a signal Lexicon, too 
voluminous for use . with. anything like 
passable rapidity, is appatently incapable 
of being used for telegraphic purposes. 
When we read of these supposed difftcul- 
ties, as set forth by persons who cannot be 
expected to have an intimate knowledge of 
the recent advances of telegraphic science, 
But 
we must confess to no small astonishment 
at finding men ‘like Dr Macgowan, and the 
Count de Lauture, who as special telegra~ 


phic agents in their respective countries, 
might be supposed to have an intimate 
acquaintance -with their subject, devoting 
time and. labour to producing a system’ of 
telegraphing the Chinese character which, 
{n the case of Count de Lauture, embraces a 
vocabulary of 1,300 symbols. 

Autographic telegraphy, as now prac: 
ticed in Italy, presents a svlution so simple 
of this so-called difficulty thet. we cannot 
‘imagine bow it has escaped the noti¢e of 
those gentlemen. We are of course able to 
judge only by the published reports, but in 
hone that we have hitherto seen, is any- 
thing said’, of autographic telegraphy. 
Should the idea of a coast telegraph be 
adopted in China, it would thus be placed at 
the service of the Chinese, who would avail’ 
themselves to no inconsiderable extent of 
the advantage it would give them in com- 
‘mercial transactions, and would probably: 
form the chief support of any company 
which might be formed to-carry out guch a 
scheme. 

Many of our readers will doubtless, ‘how- 
ever, ask “what is autographic telegraphy !” 
We will endeavour, to explain the system 
as clearly as possible, first of all by des-, 
cribing what is accomplishes, and then by 
giving a description of the means employed. 
, Autographie’ telegraphy is simply the 
transference of a fac simile of w person’s 
handwriting from’ one telegraphic station 
to another. If, -for instance, one draws a 
bill on Shanghai (using, of course, . certain 
chemically prepared ink and” paper,) -a 
facsimile con, within a few minutes of itd 
being handed to the telegraphic agent at 
Hongkong, be produced at any other place 
intelegraphicconncetiontherewith. Should 
a Chinese indite an epistle the same result 
will follow, as by this extremely ingenious 
process no possible character presents any 
difficulty, whatever,. uid a paper covered 
with the most fantastic dots and dashes 


there is no. great cause for surprise. 


iv a round text hand. We will now en- 
deavour to describe the means. -used to 
accomplish this ena. 

Let the réader imagine twa machines re- 
sembling, aa tothéir mative power andgeneral 
look, a pair of musical boxes, with the ex-

We are 
unable -to state if the supposition is correct, 
but meantime as attention has been drawn 
to that part of the world, perhaps a few 
statistical remarks on it and the neighbour- 
ing islands may not prove unacceptable to 
our readers. 

Borneo, with the exception of Australia 
{now denominated a coutinent) is the 
largest and richest island in the world ; it 
extunds from 7° North latitude to 4° South 
and from 109? to 119° East longitude. Its 
broad and. deep rivers sbound in fish ; 


its forests ave stored with the choicest tim- | 


her, spice, frnit, and medicinal trees ; its 


plains are fertile and produce in abundance 
with the slightest cultivation Sugar-cane, 
Catton, Rice, Pepper, ‘Tobacco, and other 
tropical productions ; its mines yield Tin, 
Copper, Coal, Antimony, diamonds and sil- 
ver; auriferous ranges similat to and a 
continuation of those of Australia extend, 
‘according to Sir R, Murchison; through 
jts centre until they are lost among the 
numerous islands in the southern Indian 
Archipelago ; deer, wild cattle and hogs, 
aud elephants, roam through its. gorgeous 
jungles ; its heaches are coyered with tur- 
tle ; while the pearl banks and beche-de- 


mer fisheries, the edible birds’ nests and, 


guns, are ~peculiat to itself and ave un- 
cynalled elsewhere. Its climate is salu- 
prious, far more so than any other locali- 
ties in the same latitudes, attributable pro- 
hably to the elevation of its table’ lands, 
and the immediate rise of the shore from 
the sea. ‘he interior af the istand is in- 
habited by the aboriginal tribes called, in- 
differently, Dyaks, Muruts, and Idaan. 
‘The sea shore on the western side is held by 
Malays, Hlanunsand Badjoes, on the East- 
ern by’ Sulus and a mised race. The: abo- 
rigines are of a siwilar race to the inbabi- 
tanta of the surrounding islands, and also 
New Guinea, New Caledonia, aud the Fee- 
jess, Pagan in religion, savage aud blood: 
thirsty im nature, wit a tendency to can- 
hibaliam, but faithful to their words and 
courteaus in conduct to travellers who 
treat them kindly and manifest no fear 
of them. -The residents on the sea shore 
acquired their position by vight of conquest, 
and hold it even now, after the lapse of 
nearly two centuries, at the point ‘of the 
spe: ” Phe advantages of trade however 
serve to keep up a sort of peace, 
armed neutrality, each being dependent on 
the other, one for cargo, the other for eus- 
tomers. : .

Why the matter should be spoken of in so 
roundabout a fashion, it is difficult to see. 
For sone time past it is notorious that a 
negotiation has been on foot for securing 
to the young king the hand of one of-the 
Russian archduchesses, and that the nego- 
tiation is.only impeded by certain, difficul- 
ties as to the guarantees of the kingdom of 
Greece by the great’ Powers. 

The United States Army and Navy Jour- 
anal lets the world into a secret of some im- 
portance with respect to the famous Mian, 
tunumuh. 1t was triuinphantly announced 
on her first arrival that that. vessel. had 
made the voyage across the . Atlantic: with 
great success, and had thoroughly proved 
her sea-going capacities." The captain and 
ollicers omiited to mention, however, that 
the two large and powerful steamers which 
accompanied her weve employed: in towing 
her nearly the whole distance, and were no, 
dismissed until almost within sight, of the 
European coast. This simple fact, coupled 
with the Austrian conclusion from the re-

President Johnson’s provlamation “with 
reference to the blockade of Matamoras has 
been, sublished in exfenso,- and affords an 
instructive comment on some of the” pro- 
ceedings in connection with the late war in 
the United States. he proclamation - be- 
gins by stating that ‘ war is existing in the | 
Republic of Mexico,” and that ‘the United 
States... are anecutral_power.” This is 
suimething like the conduct of which Mr. 
Seward has complained so often on the 
part of Great Britain—recognising the bel- 
hiverent character of rebels in.a declaration 
of neutrality. If this was so wrong in. our 
case, why should it be right in that of the 
Ouited States? Avain, after rehearsing 
the dveree by which the blockade of Mata- 
moras by the Imperial forces is declared, 

} the President goes on to say: that ‘ declar- 
ing a belligerent blockade unsupported by 
éumpetent military or naval force is in vio- 
lation of the neutral rights of the United 
States as detined by the law of nations.” 
The President consequently announces that 
the decree in question so far as it concerns 
the citizens of the United States is abso- 
lutely null and void, ‘and that any 
attempt which shall be made to enforce the 
same against the Government or citizens of 
the United States will be disallowed.” The 
blockade of the ports of the Southern 
States during the war was notoriously inef- 
fective, but though the Government of this 
country never declired ma and void, yet 
t; 


a charge is constantly bratiZhi against it of 
having violated its neutrality by the. assis- 
tance which some merchants of this country 
vere able to afford to the Southern Govern- 
ment. . This proclamation appears, indeed, 
to have created a pleasant little, dilemma 
for tha ardent friends of the United States. 
Either on the oue hand Mr. Seward’s letters 
are absurd'and his complaints without rea- 
sonable foundation, or ou the other the 
neutrality which the Uuited States observe 
towards other nations in time of civil war is 
a very different sort of thing from the neu- 
trality which that nation expects to be observ. 
ed ftowards it under similar circum- st:nces, 
The Times gives a veryinteresting account 
of the raising of the Atlantic eable of 1865. 
Tt appears that ever since it parted, last 
year, an experienced elecirician has always 
been incessantly watching the mirror at the 
end of the cable in Ireland, and from time 
to time tests were made. which shewed the 
perfect insulation of the cable. Occasionally 
wild, incoherent words were recorded, the 
result of magnetic storms. But on last 
Sunday the watcher suddenly saw a peculiar 
indication which shewed hiu: that a messa je 
was at hand, and in a few minutes words of 
warm .cougratulation on the recovery of 
the cable- were spelt out. This recovery 
has taken every one by surprise, no one 
more than the directors. The cable had 
been looked upon as so hopélessly lost that 
the underwriters had paid the full amount 
insured. The Great Eastern will-now be 
entitled to a large amouut of salvage money, 
and so it may be hoped that the long run 
of ill-luck which that vessel has had to 
endure has come to an-end, and that her 
shareholders will at last get rich by ‘her. 


The Registrar-General’s returns are very 
satisfactory, so faras regards London, The 
deaths from cholera and diarrhoea last week 
were fewer than during any of late, and 
were only 326 as compared with 1,407 five 
weeks.-ago. In Liverpool, unfortunately, 
there has been a great increase in mortality 
from these diseases, and although the popu- 
lation is but one-sixth of that of London, 
the deaths from’ them were 303, which 
would be equal to 1,800 in London, a higher 
figure by far than has yet been. attained. 
The mortality reached the enormous figure 
of sixty-four in’ 1,000, as compared with 
eighteen in Bristol and Birmingham, and 
tweniy-four in London. © This is the bighest 
mortality attained in England for many years. 

The full text of the Treaty of Peace be- 
tween Prussia and Austria is published. It 
is dated Prague, August 23rd, and is signed 
by Barons Brenner and Werther, Tts con- 
ditions have been.already made kaown: 
‘The most humiliating conditions for Austria 
are that she has to submit to exclusion from 
the Germanic Confederation, and has to pay 
forty million Prusian thalers (£6,000,000) 
less half that amount,:for the surrender of 
her share -in the Eibe Duchies, and other 
watters. The evacuation of Austrian ought 
to be concluded by about. the middie of 
September, Certain questions about the 
constitution of Germany are left opeu for 
further negotiation. z 


A deputition, consisting of. several mem- 
bers of the late Hanoverian Ministry, have 
presented an address to the King of Prussia, 
iuploring him not.to annex Hanover. They 
say that though the address contains 60,000 
signatures, this is but a small number of 
what would have been inscribed if it had 
not been feared that King William’s anger 
would be thereby incurred. In reply toa 
very touching appeal, King William. ssid 
that he could not complain that the peti- 
tioners had shewn attachment for their so- 
veteign, but that nevertheless he was com- 
pelled t» annex their country. When he 
came to the throne. he declared that he 
desired only moral triumphs, but in his 
seventieth year he found himself forced. 
into scenes of bloodshed and. violence 
by the bostility of his pretended allies. 
The Austrian, French, and English press 
had all heen paid to write against Prussia, 
but at last, trusting in his own good: cause 
an‘ in that army to whose development he 
had devoted bis energies, he had been 
enabled to triumph over all obstacles; and 
in doing so the Hanoverian army had been

The respectable width.of the pass, however, 
and the general retreating slope. of the 
hills, detract] much from the impression 
that one would naturally éxpect from such 
a reduction i the expanse of the stream. 
This result is also heightened by. the utter 
absence of trécs, and the consequent bald-~ 
ness, that destroys the comparative effect 
of distance and the richness of light and 
shade. ‘The léngth of the pass is usually 
reckuned to be six miles, and its course 
for the gréater part is so nearly straight 
that at a point about one mile from iis 
mouth it is probable that the view will be.

Indeed @ man- might imagine 
himself making a kind of Alpine tour ona 
small seale‘in some precipitous places, and 
could have a glissade down some grassy 
slopes now and then by way of variety. 
The natives tell us of other cascades and 
other pools, one of which bas been sounded 
with several hundred fathoms of rope and 
no bottom found.

of gladness and regret, we turned our faces 
boat-ward, which we reached by 3 P.M 
weary and sadly used up by the sun, whic!

effort should be mace. |The monsters were 
known to be vorac ous; and hence smatl 
me'ons, sincoth skimmed and casily swal- 
lowed, were taken and thoroughly punetur- 
ith a probe, then boiled in oil, taken 
out hissing hot and thrown into the water ; 
the plunge instantly chilled the outer sar 
face, and the uuwary shell-backs, bolting 
them on sight, were soon fluating larmless- 
on the sartace from the fatal effects of these 
pills of sealding oil. - The lost statue was 
then recovered and, speedily forwarded to 
its destination, 


Having digressed so far, I may as. well 
go a step fartner, and yet not be very much 
out of the way, siace our oid Pilut seems to 
think that the appearance of the sky, cou- 
pled with the intense heat, bodes no good 
the days being regrlar “weather breeders.”

The teacher, having noticed 
his wauocuvres, determined to find out 
why it-was he spent’so much time apparent. 
ly ‘absorbed with bis head bowed down on 
his. desk and his. hands employed in the 
dvawer.
